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X * Ft* Comment s* * * Since last issues editorial I have had many 
comments - some of them unprintable! They vary from surprise and pleasure 
to b suggestion that my words reveal clear signs of mental breakdown and 
schizophrenia. That being so f was naturally, er, 'in two minds* whether to 
elaborate but I decided I had best ox pi a In what I mean £ about undergoing 
my own r abduction 1 . Otherwise the rtn&otir mills would enter overdrive! 

The truth is this* In late 1907 whilst I was working on my book 
'Abduction' I decided that In order to write about information secured 
under regression hypnosis it was important to have experienced it, I had 
already hud a light hypnotic state Induced For the purposes of garnering 
"past-life* material when writing a column for "The Supernatural' 
magazine. But I needed to see things from the viewpoint of the CE 4 witness. 

As it happens I have had three mildly curious experiences which are 
exactly the sort of thing from which abductions are built these days. I have 
rarely talked about any of them in public; although none are secret and I 
told fevers! friends about each of them soon after they occurred. Indeed 
the 1977 incident was mentioned in an NUN editorial 14 years ago. 

The earliest event dotes to when I seem to have first become 
interested in UFOs. It was B I think. In August 1963, when I was on holiday with 
my grandparents at a hotel in Blackpool,! wan aged 11. I vividly recall that 
during lhe night UFOs were seen over the hotel roof and much talk of this 
at breakfast time. So far as 1 know I saw nothing and woe asleep throughout 
the event, but the incident gouged deep fur some reason Soon afterwards I 
wrote a strange story In every spare moment called "Sleep can take you far 
away* which as I read it now is seen to have all the classic hallmarks of a 
CE4 case. Of course, then not even UFOlogy had abduct ions as it does now and 
this imaginative childish, ah, 'masterpiece 1 has always niggled me a little. 

Exactly 14 years later*in August 1977,1 was In Chester with my then 
boyfriend lay in a field by railway tracks watching the night sky (amongst 
other things). A dazzling blue ball appeared low overhead and circled us. We 
concluded it was a light aircraft,despite its strangeness*and laughed it 
off. Yet oddly less than 24 hours later (whilst I was still away) what 

appeared to be bull lightning formed right over the roof of my house in 
Irian. My toother was in the garden talking to a neighbour and heard the 
buzzing noise it gave off*Several local children saw it as a yellow/orange 
oval which disappeared with a loud "pop". There was no thunderstorm. Both 
events occurred independent of one another and both had other 

witnesses. They could he pure coincidence, but it has always seemed odd, 

Thu Inst incident was the strongest of the lot. It occurred in July 
1907 when I was on an overnight train heading from northern New York state 
towards New York City.Of course, I knew about Whitley Strieber's story about 
experiences on trains and others in the area, indeed I had briefly met 
Strieber two weeks earlier in Washington DC. This may be very relevant, yet 

what followed was still startling. I had a vivid dream at some point in the 

early morning of a landed object appearing beside the railway and the train 
stopping. I awoke from this "realistic" dream to two anomalies. Firstly, the 
train was unexpectedly running quite late and, worse still,there was a thin 
cut on one of my fingere.lt was not bleeding nor painful but was very 
notlcable. I looked all around the area where I was resting desperately 
seeking the sharp edge I kept telling myself I must have touched In my 
slumber. There was nothing. Indeed I got quite irrational in this frantic 
search, not wishing to conclude that there was anything peculiar about this 
uark.Clearly this was nothing more then an odd dream, but it happened. 
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Neither together nor separately are the^e events of earth-shattering 
significance* Hoover* I knew that recently abduct tons hod been built out of 
less concrete foundations- Even though I was bravely arguing to myself that 
they were of no- cosmic importance I realised that there was probably a part 
of me sonowhere inside that harboured suspicions that I hod been 
’kidnapped'* As such they offered the basis for a hypnotic exploration* 

1 arranged to visit a clinical psychologist in Stockport several tiroes 
and discuss these mat tare, Eventually he agreed to try hypnosis,I was 
surprised at being so well aware of what was going on. My mind went to the 
1977 incident when consciously l felt that this was the least interesting 
of the three. After all I already had a very good memory of it* However, it 
did offer a useful test which I hod asked the psychologist to bear in mind 
and that may have been owre important in the context* 

Going through the experience was intriguing, because images just came 
Into my mind*They poured out and I described what I saw,getting wrapped up 
in the pictures arid yet always aware that I was Just reporting what I wbr 
seeing distantly.At no time did I become a part of the scene or feel it was 
happening to tnc then; although I was told afterwards that very good hypnotic 
subjects can do and (in the psychologist's view anyway) these were the ones 
that lead to the classic abduction cases when the experience I was going 
through became &a ’realistic' that it convinced ■visualisere" it was real. 

To be absolutely honest there is no way X could tell you the source of 
these Images. They could have been memories, but just as easily they might 
have been fantasies conjured up from my subconscious. All I could do was 
describe the Images, not vouch for their reality. That intrigued me* 

Afterwords I had a good memory of what I saw. The light had landed and 
turned into a UFO. Later, in drcum# (as I had been warned to expect) the 
"story 1 continued into a more elaborate abduction scenario. However,again 
there was nothing about it that convinced me it was any more than Just a 
fantasy; although I was able to see how such images arriving spontaneously 
in the mind of someone unfami liar with UFOs and possibly at the same time 
being subconsciously encouraged to think that it was evidence of a real 
abduction would perhaps be tempted to endorse that analysis. 

The specific experiment I had arranged was for the psychologist to ask 
for certain checkable facts (such as the day of the week, what I had bean 
doing, where I went the next day and bo ghJ.Ae It was years since I had read 
anything about the incident (eg as put in my diary or Northern UFO Newel I 
had no conscious knowledge of the answers to such quest ions but was aware 
how to find them all with absolute accuracy. At least half the 'facts’ I 
come up with under hypnosis wfcre completely wrong when checked; although a 
couple were spot on and seem unlikely to have been just guesses. 

In other words, hypnosis had aided my memory somewhat,but at least as 
many of the things I recalled correctly must have simply been made up. This 
left the status of my Cor any) 'abduction 1 imagery even more problematical. 

I wrote n detailed discussion of this as a 'case history* at the back 
of J Abduction' , deliberately leaving the ’punch line’ (that the unnamed 
abductee wus myself) until the very last page, I thought it Illustrated all 
the problems of the dilemma faced when investigating CE 4s under hypnosis* 
Robert Hale would not Include the chapter, saying it destroyed the book's 
objective stance,But I did show the piece to several people at the tine (eg 
Philip Mantle who was investigating abduction cases at the time)* 

I have sometimes wondered what Blight have emerged had I “relived* that 
night in Blackpool or my New Tork State train ride in 1967.But I certainly 
now have a far better understanding of the validity of abduction evidence.

These statements have been treated as a f U-Turn* by the media, os one 
must accept they are to some degree. It will take time to overcoioe the 
terrible damage of this summer and the excessive claims made about the 
phenomenon. Yet the truth will out and despite continuing belief In some 
quarters that the game is all up as hoaxing, there is enough evidence from 
many diverse sources to make me convinced thot MOST are,ALL complex ones 
included, but 3 very few simple circles have always fortnad from wind 
effects and are probably occurring more frequently now thou in the past. 

Nonetheless our old friend Steve Baiun according to the Lancashire 
Post on 2b Oct has 'finally explained the mystery'* Can you wait? Hopi

She was 
not frightened hut felt an odd sensation, in the back of her neck* It is 
difficult to decide if there is anything to this experience. Had the second 
girl provided a report it might have been worth taking further but as it 
stands there seems little point in doing anything other than put it on file 
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NIGHT SOUNDS Report by Pat Delaney & Anne Griffin <BUTORA Ireland) 

A is a shop assistant at a computer store. The experience occurred in 
July/August 195B at Ranelagh, Dublin, when he was aged 19. 

It was 4 am and A was in bed when he was brought Into Tull awareness 
by a strange sound that appeared frgm ncwfiere. He describes it as 'a 
thousand voices on a jet engine* and it seemed to be directly over his 
head. He become extremely f right ened. The noise increased in intensity and at 
the same time he felt his head and neck being forced back into the 
pillow* He then screamed out and the noise stopped very suddenly, leaving him 
drained and exhausted but without the intense fear. 

This phenomenon has recurred many times since - at first several times 
a month but more recently only every couple of months. Occasionally there 
are difficulties in breathing as a result.

It Is worth comparing this case with lha Irish investigation reported 
on the previous page, this one involves F - a 30 year old caretaker. 

On the night In question his wife retired to bed about 23,. 00 and he 
stayed up another couple of hours listening to music* He admits he had a few 
glasses of wine but sane he was not drunk, He slept quickly and easily and 
then dreamt he wus reaching out with his anus towards the ceiling. Instantly 
he woke up into full alerLoess Lo realise he was TOT dreaming this* 

He felt 1 weird 1 P His body was writhing with a powerful tingling 
sensation not unlike elec tricity*Yet it was soothing and comforting, not 
painful at all and left him feeling submissive. He could see his wife's head 
and wanted to wake her but felt an urge not to. Meanwhile the room was 
bathed in light, seeming to emerge from & filed point above towards which he 
stretched outward.lt was bo Intense it illuminated the entire room. The glow 
then slowly faded and the room 'came Into perspective’ , no longer blocked 
out of full sight. At this he felt completely drained and 1 disappointed and 
abandoned ’h Only when it was gone completely did fear take over, 

F leapt out of bed and and ran around shouting 1 My God p they' re here* - 
something he now recognises as foolish (' 3 like to think of myself as a 
rational man who in the face of something unexpected would act calmly! 1 ) 
His wife woke up hut just told him La get back Into bed. However, he could 
not sleep* having stomach convulsions which Jerked him upright and 
chattering teeth. His wife recalls that he told her in this odd state when 
back in bed that ’they' would not harm *hlV (meaning Ms son whose first 
birthday was the following duyK Further lhaL ’they* were looking after 
him, He could not remember this until his wife reminded him; although he has 
always had a vague feeling of * communication! during the experience. 

The story was lucidly told and sensibly rationalised -The witness had 
let it stew far IS month trying to accept it as an hallucination, but 
failing utter!y. Then*ofter reporting it to us, the following occurred. 

On 3 October 1991 he again retired late (00. 15> after drinking four 
pints of beer. He luy awake (as he ofLen has since January 1990) pondering 
what had happened to him, when he became aware that his hands were rising- It 
was as if a balloon were being inflated underneath thenu He remained calm 
(which he now finds odd) and focused attention. He found that by 
concentrating he could make his arms and then legs float upwards. His left 
temple was twitching as he did so and the bright light begun to fill the 
room again. He concluded this may not have been a physical light but 'due to 
intense concentration’ .He broke off once,losing nerve and going to the 
toilet, but returning to bed he tried again and found it easier. At one point 
he was all but drifting up off the bed-Then he had to go to the loo again 
(he suggests we recall the four pints!) There was a stomach cramp again 
after the incident (not painful but 1 like breathing in very cold nir J ) 

This fascinating case offers insight into various close encounter 
situations. The Shelley (Holton) CE A involved claims by the witness that 
she could float. This hod been recorded once or twice elsewhere*In many CE 
4s (eg the Jenny from Todmorden story) the witness experiences 'communion* 
(to borrow a phrase) during the experience and random thoughts rushing in 
coupled with memory loss of what was said. This is like the flimsy nature of 
dream recall when we awake and is again commuru Jenny’s case also featured 
the terrible feelings of sadness when the experience ended as reported by F 
and Iperhaps importantly) In near death and some out of body experiences.

It wrjtj about 16- 00 and GH was hiking over the Dales near OS ref SD 985788 
in fine sunny weather with p a hn^y sun but no clear 
metres (nearly 2000 Teet) in coarse grassland where 
he hod travelled before, Suddenly he saw h white ob¬ 
ject around three-quarters of n mile away. He put 
his Nikon 9 x 25 binoculars onto it and resolved a 
cigar shape leaning at an angle naybe 7 feet long 4 
18 inches wd.de. The bottom was blocked by the ground 
and it remained stationary. He looked uwey for a second and Upon looking 
back it hud gone- He did not go to the location as he was walking a 
different route but says the Windle Side region is pretty desolate and 
there are no obvious causes. The case brings to mind the Cracoe Fell rock 
reflection incident. Is there any freak optical effect that might have 
triggered this? (Could It even be a mirage of a roadside marker post which 
do not look unlike this?) However, an 9 Sep 1990 GH saw a light in the sky 
near Harrogate and traced 'International Quest* (YUFOS - ed>, Apparently Lt 
was a UFO, GH now asks 'Am I selected?' 

A CRASH IN THE POTTERIES 

Case 9108 19 July 1991 Ipstones* Staffordshire MUFORA D4~5 

A flying saucer crashing amidst the Potteries seems almost a joke. This one 
was not. It involved a police search. However, sadly the witness has evaded 
all comment and this report is compiled from conversations with others who 
were Involved, At 22,00 an this night ML from Cheudle (Staffs, not Cheshire) 
was in the Churnet Valley east of Stoke on Trent to visit friends when he 
sew an object described as * 10 feet long, cigar shaped and very bright'* It 
appeared to foil rapidly from the sky and crash into %*jodland near 
Ipstones. He was adamant it was not a spaceship (possibly why he failed to 
cooperate with UFQlogy?) However he did report it to police at Gheadle, He 
told them he saw It clearly os It was still light. The object did not glow 
but looked metalic, like aluminium, 11 fell at a near vertical angle, dropping 
in seconds and impacted Into fairly remote boggy marshland that is densely 
treed, ML went to the woods the next morning but found nothing. However, there 
«re areas he could not reach as they were too marshy. Police took the 
report very seriously (although their appeal for other witnesses via local 
preGG was unsuccessful - but this was not surprising given the quite remote 
location). They considered it possible that part of an aircraft had fallen 
off on on Inbound flight to Manchester, but no aircraft reported any loss 
(although it is believed pieces fall off from time to time and do not get 
reported for fear of Insurance claims). Another theory, offared by Newchapel 
Observatory (once the BUFOitA HQ) was that a block of ice from on aircraft 
was the 'UFO', At first light police searched the wood,Including using a 
helicopter for a low level pans.They found on area of newly broken branches 
which gave the impression of on object having crashed through from above. 
But nothing was found on the ground and the search was soon abandoned. It

Both were apparently aware of a lengthy tiqm loss but hud 
no memory of what had taken place. 

The next day her boyfriend came around and was very upset. His new car 
was covered by small circular rings,a few Inches across,placed in threes 
and covering the rear body work. They linked this with the night before and 
tried tq recall what occured. Both had vague flashbacks of being 'picked up* 
and taken somewhere to be medic ally examined. G met the Khan again who told 
of their original home world in Cauls Major and of how anti—matter copies 
of planet's (including the earth) ghosted alongside the ones we knew. G is 
seemingly angry that NASA has never let the public know such truths. 

The abduction led to a split with her boyfriend but a few years later 
she had met her present husband, married and had a baby daughter. One day 
whilst walking with her husband they underwent a full blown abduct i on. Hex- 
husband apparently recalls this but will not discuss it and has told G that 
she must not talk about It either. She offered no information about this 
experience at all, except that it would take a day to tell all the details. 

0 ha? little background In UFOs. She hns read only Above Tup Secret and 
Von Dani ken; although she has loaned Fuller's “An Interrupted Journey' frota 
the library quite recently and allegedly been shocked by the similarities — 
especially with the second abduction undergone with her husband,but also 
with the cup sited rings on the car paintwork after her 1953 encounter 
which fit well with an aspect of the Betty and Barney Hill CE 4 {the case 
which Is the subject of Fuller's book)* She did once attend a meeting In 
Bristol ('by the Aetheriue or BUFORA'). . . . it appears to have been the 
Aetherius Society - edJ They talked of cattle mutilations, which she could 
not accept,and she and her husband walked out before it finished. 

Margaret Fry was impressed by this woman, despite her extraordinarily 
rich and complex story.It is an indication of the wealth of material hiding 
undiscovered within society today. Whet it all means is anybody's guess. 


THE BIRCHWDOD MALL CASE: MUFORA Investigation by Hough, Randles 4 Sandbach 

Over the next few issues wta will present a detailed study of a case 
which has taxed MUFORA throughout 1991* frfe have received tremendous aid from 
scientists at Manchester, Salford and Swansea Universities. The British and 
Irish Skeptics were brought in on the case and have been of help to us 
(possibly the first time UFOlogists have deliberately Ix^vited skeptics to 
join an investigation - but we hope not the last). The case, which Involves 
extensive video evidence, has been down several avenues towards a possible 
solution but as yet we cun still not say that we truly know what went on. 
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On 8 March 1331 the centre ifkanager of a large shopping complex at 
Birchwood, near Warrington,Cheshire wrote to Jenny Randles for 
aeslstunciq. One of Ills staff had a copy of a recent book of hers, knew that 
she had once lived In Birchwood (until April 1387 in fact! and might be 
able to figure out what had occurred at a site she knew very well. As he put 
It they wanted someone 1 to look at a strange light form in the sky that we 
have on video from one of our CCTV cameras at the shopping centre 1 . Jenny 
arranged to visit and the investigation developed from there, with Peter 
Hough and Roy Sandbach subsequently becoming involved as well, 

Blrchwpod Mail Is a large complex adjacent to the busy M G motorway 
and A miles east of Warrington, It is patrol ed by security staff who 
operate several remote cumcrae at various locations around the site tto 
protect security arrangements we will not be more spedfic; although the 
staff have proved extremely helpful.) On 25 February 1991 in the early 
hours of the morning an object was picked up on one camera facing east Ira 
the open air and a security guard tracked it, by moving the contra and 
zooming in or panning out. All told the object was followed by the guard for 
over 7 minutes, during which it appeared as either a bright ball of light a 
few inches in diameter or on closer focus as a large almost soap bubble 
like object with a bright surrounding ring and a more diffuE^c centre-It 
sometimes passed in front of objects such as a waste bin, walls, steps,flower 
beds etc, once climbed a wall to near rooftop height but was mostly around 
ground level. It was definitely moving Independent qf the camera and was 
last seen over a tree between the Hirchwood Mall and the railway 
station. The camera panned away before it di^appeared, but the guard said he 
moved the camera because it vanished. This anomaly was soon resolved. 

At no time did the guard leave the room he was situated in Cwhich was 
only a very short walk ("rom the camera location but had no windows to 
allow outside view). As the time was 01,23 there were no people about and no 
other security guards at that Lime In that part of the mall. Although ha had 
watched the object live through the raw camera feed <ruling out several 
theories right away) a routine taped record of the event was captured so 
that he was able Lo show the crew what had appeared. Nobody recognised what 
they saw, incl uding staff who had worked on site for many years-The system 
hud been in operation since the Birchwood Mall was built CIO years earlier) 

and nothing like this phenomenon hud been observed before. 

There were di fficul ties* The tape records at very high speed to allow 
many hours to be put onto one 3“hour VHS. In addition it samples frames in 
turn from the various cameras in a cycle - ic u short burst from camera a, 
then camera b and so on, until eventually back to camera a — giving a rather 
confused Impression when the tape is played back without special equipment 
on sile« However* uf ter viewing It and being unable to say what It was* 
centre manager, John Sanson, as eager as wo were to figure out the puzzle* 
allowed us to take the tape for analysis-Work went on from there with the 
invaluable bonus that exact times to the second accompanied the UFO on tape 

We had no Idea how difficult this fascinating task would prove. At 

first we had three possible ideas; a luminous insect from the nearby Risley 
Moss nature reserve* some unknown optical effect or maybe ball lightning-If 
the latter were proven the film would be a scientific assett* However, the 
case wiu.» to grow more (not lees) puzzling as work began. .. To be continued.
